ploy on the 2ist, went back to 
wo rd again 
yesterday, but the 
"other three are standing pat and 
request the publication of the fol­ 
lo wing 
i n the D e m o cr at ; 


To the Editor » f the Democrat. 
To more fully enlighten the gen­ 
eral public, and to dispel sev eral 
erroneous impressions that people 
seem to hav e, we wish to make a 
more detailed statement of the cir­ 
cumstances that brought about the 
difficulty between Mr. 
Geo. E. 
Dugan and uaiou labor. 
To the casual observ er the w ith­ 
drawal of the 
men 
from Mr. 
D u gan’s employ was of little con­ 
sequence; but Mr. Dugan has not 
only taken upon himself a fight 
against the local painters’ union, 
but he has, by his actions, chal­ 
lenged the whole labor fraternity 
— ev ery labor organization in the 
city that affiliates with the Federa­ 
tion of Labor is bound by its obli­ 
gation to assist in making Mr, 
Dugan fulfill his agreement with 
the painters. 
The organization 
of 
a local 
painters’ 
union 
was effected in 
Ju ne last. Mr. Dugan encouraged 
the men to organize by word and 
action, and when the agreement 
was presented to the contractors of 
the city for their signatures he was 
the first one to sign. 
This agreement says 
that the 
contractors who sign the same 
thereby agree to unionize their 
shops and employ none but union 
men. 
The laws of the brother­ 
hood do not allow the members to 
wo rk in a shop where non-union 
men are employed, especially after 
the employer has agreed to union­ 
ize his shop. 
All of Mr. D ugan’s nien were 
members of the brotherhood ex­ 
cept one, who positiv ely refused to 
hav e anything whatev er to do with 
the union or 
unionism. 
Ev ery 
honorable means was used to in­ 
duce the man to join the unio n,but 
all to no effect. 
Nearly all of the contractors in 
the city signed the agreement, and 
some of them made co mplaint to 
their men, who in turn brought the 
m atter before 
the brotherhood, 
stating that they were complying 
w ith their agreement by employing 
none but union men, and tnat Mr, 
D ugan was allowed to do as he 
pleased. 
A committee was appainted 
to 
call upon Mr . Dugan and ask him 
to do as he had pr omised. 
T hey 
wer e infor med by 
f 
w 
a 
s 
r unning 
his o w n “ buluDf^ss» 
and 
would do as he pleased, ^union or 
no union, agr eement or nn agr ee­ 
m ent; that he would neithi r ask 
the man to j ain nor w ould he dis­ 
char ge him. 
T he exact langUi ^e 


that he used to emphasize whar he 
said would hardlv be permissible 
here. 
The headquarters of the Brother­ 
hood of Painters, Paper Hangers 
and Decorators of America, upon 
hearing the report of the commit­ 
tee, ordered a withdrawal of all 
union men from Air. D ugan’s shop 
immediately. 
It has been reported that the 
man whom Mr. Dugan is upho ld­ 
ing could not become a member of 
the brotherhood without breaking 
his contract with 
a certain no n­ 
union band. 
The brotherhood did 
not ask him to break his con­ 
tract, 
but offered 
to 
let 
him 
fulfill his 
obligation 
with 
said 
band. 
So this 
is 
no 
excuse 
for the 
stand 
he 
has 
taken, 
and the controv ersy between the 
bauds has no thing to do with the 
trouble of Mr. Dugan. 
It is inexplicable why any man 
should sign an agreement 
and 
openly disregard what he had posi­ 
tiv ely agreed to do. 
The brother­ 
hood had no other recourse except 
to do as they hav e or giv e up their 
charter. 
The labor organizations 
in Sedalia would be v ery weak, in­ 
deed, if they allowed Air. Dugan 
to gain any adv antage in the pres­ 
ent controv ersy. 
No matter what 
reports are 
circulated or what

stories are told, the abov e are the 
facts in the case, exactly as they 
staod, all denials to the contrary.

W . A. Smith, of Kirksv ilie, who 
makes his headquarters in Kansas 
; City, 
health officer of the 
state 
board of health, is here this after­ 
noon, in conference with 
Alayor 
Babcock and 
Drs. 
Co wan and 
Shirk, comprising the city board 
of health. 
“ I am here,” said Officer Smith 
to the D e m o c r at , “ to see that the 
state law in regard to contagious 
diseases is enforced. 
“ Vour city ordinance here in re­ 
gard to these diseases is bad, and 
the state board 
wants a 
more 
stringent measure passed, with a 
v iew to keeping smallpox out of 
the city. 
“ Our mission is to stand by the 
local board of health, and if they 
say a case is smallpox iheir de­ 
cision goes, no matter what other 
doctors may say. 
“ If a residence is quarantined 
we w ant the inmates to remain in 
the house, and in case of failure 
we want them remov ed to the pest 
house. 
The state board will stand 
by local boards in ev ery case of 
this character. 
“ In the ev ent of failure to re­ 
port a contagious disease, we in­ 
sist that the physician who is negli­ 
gent hav e his certificate rev oked 
and be prosecuted and fined in ad­ 
dition. 
“ We hold that'diphtheria is just 
as dangerous as smallpox, and all 
cases of this disease must be re 
ported to the local board of health 
whose duty it is to quarantine the 
premises where the case is located.” 
Mayor Babcock stated to the 
D e m o c R zXT that a new ordinance 
gov erning 
contagious 
diseases 
would likely be passed at the next 
meeting of the council. 
Officer Smith will go north on 
the M., K. & T. tqnight, at the 
conclusion of his conference with 
the city officials here.

C h a r l e s B. M u r r a y , editor of 
the Cincinnati Price Current, takes 
the ground, after a careful review^ 
of the situation,that even on a crop 
basis of 1,6co,000,000 bushels or 
less an average of 50 cents a bushel 
at Chicago is all that can reason­ 
ably be 
expected. 
Mr. Murray’s 
statistical review of the corn situa­ 
tion 
is extremely interesting and 
by no means takes a hopeless view% 
althougli he reduces his estimate of 
the probable crop which he placed 
at 
i,8co,ooo,ooo bushels a week 
previous to 1,675,000,000 bushels 
last week. 
He calis attention to 
the fact that the average of the la?^l 
six crops has been 2,075,000 000 
bushels, and estimating 200,000,- 
000,000 more of old stocks on hand 
than in 1894, he figures out a total 
supply of 1,875,000,000, which is 
just about the annual domestic con­ 
sumption. 
However, this 
leaves 
the export movement to be pro­ 
vided for, and this demand may be 
considerable, though it is likely to 
be sharply reduced by the very 
high prices. 
Exports last 
week 
were only 
3.361 492 
bushels as 
compared w6th 4 416,153 for the 
corresponding week last year, and 
most of this bust ness must have 
been done on old contracts. 
In 
1900 the exports were 190,000,000 
bushels, as compared with 206,- 
135,000 in 1899 and 207,309 oco 
in 1S98. 
A s 
prices were u.uch 
lower then, it is reasonable to sup­ 
pose that there will be a large fall­ 
ing off this year, but still tlie e x­ 
port demand w)li be large, espec­ 
ially as Ear<q e htis a shortage in 
the cereal cro]>s ot Germany. 
Edi- 
itor Murray argues that the short­ 
age will be partially met by more 
ecoucmical 
feeding 
operations. 
Doubtless the exceplioiially large 
acreage of forage crops, such as 
millet, 
sorghum, 
cow 
peas and 
kaffir corn, will reduce the demand 
for corn.

Mr. Yeater then presented to the 
audience Mr. John Lawrence Mau 
ran, of St. Louis, the architect of 
the building, announcing his sub­ 
ject as 
“ Responsibility .” 
Mr. 
Mauran mentioned briefly the re­ 
sponsibility of the library board 
and librarian in putting good liter­ 
ature before the people ; of the re­ 
sponsibility of distributing wealth, 
which Mr. Carnegie was discharg­ 
ing so nobly , and of the responsi­ 
bility of the architect in planning 
a structure that must educate by 
its dignity , and by its grandeur 
upbuild the minds of the people.
